—The two new battleships -which

rly in June will be designed to 


carry the heaviest armour of any 
fighting ship in the world, high 
navy officers said today. 


The new ships will be designed 


specifically to meet the United 
States naval requirements, with- 
out regard for what other naval 
powers are building, it was ex- 
plained—bull-dogs of the sea, ra- 
ther than greyhounds. 


Difference hi Strategy 


The new ships will be represen- 


tative of the difference in naval 
ft^tnf 
f*»**«*y- between 
the 


United State* and Great Britain 
and the United States and Japan. 
Both the later are island empires 
and must necessarily depend on 
their navies for keeping the trade 
lines of the sea open for food 
supplies for their peoples as well 
as for national defense, navy offi- 
cers 
explained. The 
American 


ships are built to hold the first 
line of American national defense, 
to take punishment if need be, 
and to give it to the invader. 


Naval officials said the 
exact 


specifications as to armour of the 
new dreadnaughts is a military 
secret which they hope to keep 
from opposing powers but they 
added significantly that they are 
convinced it will be the heaviest 
in the world. 


The new ships are built primar- 


ily to hold the ocean defense line. 
In such service, it was stated, pro- 
tective armour and heavy guns 
are of far more importance than 
the matter of three or four knots 
per hour speed.

—Ohio's legislators returned 
to j 


their homes today for a 10-day 
rest after house Democratic lead- 
ers, smothering Republican-led op- 
position, steamrollered through the 
administration's $10,000,000 liquor 
department bill. 


The bill, authored by Rep. Al 


Kalb, D., Ottawa, and recommend- 
ed for passage by the house fin- 
ance committee which he heads, 
provides for the budgeting of 55,- 
000,000 in 1937 and 1938 for liquor 
department expenses. 


Spoke of Tlma 


When the bill came up on the 


floor for a vote yesterday, Repub- 
licans, led by red-headed minority 
floor leader, Wiliiam M. McCul- 
loch, Miami county attorney, ob- 
jected that members 
had 
not 


enough time to consider the bill to 
vote intelligently on it. 


Declaring that passage at that 


time would mean 
surrender of 


authority of the house, McCulloch 
made a motion the bill be sent 
back to the committee. 
A hand- 


ful of Democrats joined the Repub- 
licans but the motion was lost. 


Majority floor leader Jacob E. 


Davis, D., Pike, then urged imme- 
diate passage. 
Despite last min- 


ute efforts of Republicans, led by 
Reps. Arthur Ham:)4:--:i. W;-;-r-i. 
P. E. Ward, Geauga, and McCul- 
loch to obtain more time for study, 
the bill was pushed through 82 to 
39. It will go to the senate for 
consideration immediately on re- 
turn of the upper house.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15—(UP)—- 


Outbreaks of Influenza usually 
occur in the first seven weeks of 
new years, according to a survey 
by the New York department of 
health which covers the last 15 
years. 


Dr. John L. Rice, health com- 


missioner, pointed out that out- 
breaks always appear suddenly, 
with th« number of cases rising 


ly to a peak, usually within 
weeks. From that point the 


outbreak 
dwindles and often is 


ended in about six weeks. 


"Because cases of influenza are 


not 
e v e r y w h e r e 
reportable 


throughout Lhe country," Dr. Rice 
said, "it is not immediately pos- 
sible to determine to what extent 
the disease is prevalent. 
From 


government reports, there is no 
doubt that during the first few 
weeks of January mild influenza 
prevailed in many parts of the 
country. All available information 
indicates 
that the mortality is 


low." 


Patient Should Be Isolated 


Dr. Rice's advice in influenza 


cases is: 


Isolate the patient. 
Keep visitors away. 
Entrust nursing to one person, 


If possible. 


A physician should be, in at- 


tendance. 


The health 
commissioner 
be- 


lieves that communities can learn 
some 
Idea of 
the 
approximate 


number of influenza cases at any 
given time by checking the ab- 
sences from work of employes in 
large organizations, absences of 
school teachers from duty and-the 
number of calls for medical at- 
tendance. 
Such sampling, he be- 
»es, will indicate the trend of 


outbreak even though there 


nje a number of unreported cases. 


Disease Still Baffler 


"In recent years," Dr. Rice said, 


"considerable progress has been 
made in our knowledge of influ- 
enza. 
It is definitely established 


that an ultramicroscopic filterable 
virus is involved. Whether that is 
the only factor or whether the 
disease is due to the combined 
action of a virus and something 
else, for example a germ, is not 
definitely settled. 


In a disease of swine known as 


"swine flu" two factors are in- 
volved, namely a filterable virus 
and the small bacillus first de- 
scribed many years ago by Pfeiffer 
and termed by him the "influ- 
enza bacillus.' 


Virus Can Be Detected 


"It has been found possible to 


detect a virus in cases of human 
influenza, and to transmit infec- 
tions of this from man to ferrets. 
Subsequently the infection can be 
transmitted from ferrets to mice, 
in which animals the virus can 
readily be propagated indefinitely. 
More recently, in fact, it appears 
possible to grow this virus in spe- 
cial artificial culture media. 
Al- 


together this new work may soon 


up many obscure points re- 
to influenza. 


"Investigations are under way 


to devise 'some specific agent to 
immunize against influenza, but 
they have not yet progressed suf- 
ficiently to indicate 
what 
the 


prospects are for success in this 
direction. 
Medical science, more- 


ovar, has as yet no specific treat- 
ment for the disease," Dr. Rice 
aaid.

BRICKS OF COAL 
PUT IN CARTONS 


COLLINSVILLE, III. (UP) 
_ 


In a 
converted brick kiln in the 


heart of the Illinois soft coal min- 
ing area, a local firm has begun 
the manufacture of smokeless, pa- 
per-wrapped coal bricks. 


Made according to a 
formula 


discovered by University of Illi- 
nois chemists, the bricks are the 
size of ordinary clay bricks. They 
are wrapped in wax paper, paoiced 
in cardboard containers, and can 
be sold across a counter with the 
same ease as foodstuffs. Due to 
their composition and the cover- 
ing, 
the bricks are dustlea-s. 


They burn steadily, without any 


smoke and with a clear, bright 
flame, consuming all the carbon 
and sulphurous gase.s that 
ordi- 


narily escape. This efficiency 
of 


combustion is said 
to produce 


more heat and reduce the 
of fuel used. 


At present only the powdered 


coal left when the larger lump* 
are crushed to stoker aize i* being 
uaed. Formerly this waste either 
was burned at the mine or dump- 
ed on the coa! market for what It 
would bring. 


The powdered coal first is mix- 


ed with a glue-like 
binder and 


two dissolving agents. To thi* in 
is added a third chemical which 
accelerates combustion and con- 
sumes the volatile elements in the 
coal. The coal is then fed into a 


j cold press and treated to a pres- 


j sure of 3,000 pounds per square

THE PEAK OP THE SEASON 


for winter's colds is not far off. 
Ordinarily it comes in the first two 
weeks in February in our climate. 


For several 


years all the 
interest a n d 
research in the 
cold has been 
in investigat- 
ing the nature 
of -the Infec- 
tion. 
This is 


g e n e r a l l y 
agreed to be a 
filterable vi- 
rus, although 
we do not have 
as yet an ef- 
fective method 
cf killing off 
this virus, so 


that we cannot prevent nor cure 
after infection lias occurred. 


This emphasis on infectiousness 


of the cold has led to neglect of 
other factors, but of lat« these are 
being stressed. 


The chairman's address at the 


last meeting of the American Med- 
ical association described experi- 
ments in which the effect of envi- 
ronment and the local condition of 
the mucous membrane of the nose 
had been studied. 
For instance, 


several groups of subjects who 
were known to have frequent at- 
tacks of the common cold, but who 
had not suffered from it in recent, 
months, were placed in rooms with 
ideal 
environmental 
conditions 


(temperature 71 degrees F., hu- 
midity 55 per cent). Into such 
groups were brought individuals in 
nn active stage. The exposure was 
"itimate and continued for several

from those hi an acute stage of 
cold were given the healthy sub- 
jects. In a total of 19 subjects in 
five groups exposed to five different 
sufferers there was not one case In 
which a cold was "caught". 


Infectionsnesa Discredited 


This would tend to Indicate that 


it is unnecessary to make an out- 
cast out of the miserable sufferer, 
no matter how unattractive he may 
appear with red eyes and runny 
nose, coughing and using his hand- 
kerchief. It would indicate some- 
thing else, something that is in the 
soil, something that our ancestors 
referred to as exposure, or chilling, 
or drafts, or wet feet, or damp 
clothing, has more to do with the 
common cold than exposure to the 
infection itself. 


The condition of the mucous 


membrane of the nose is probably 
as important as any other single 
thing in this respect. 
It is well 


known that if the nose Is irritated 
with gases or drugs, a form of 
rhinitis will supervene. 


The condition of our modern 


houses and office buildings in the 
winter time with poor ventilation, 
low humidity, and high tempera- 
ture, has as much to do with our 
catching cold as anything. 


Cold and damp certainly play a 


leading role in this group. Horace 
Dobell found that fresh colds were 
brought en by: 


] 
1. Sudden changes of tempera- 


j ture in 21 per cent
